Reasons For Allowance 

Claims 1-28 are allowable. 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in 
combination with other limitations of the claims the prior arts made of record fail to 
suggest a comparator for an analog-to-digital converter and method comprising an 
amplification means which includes a first tapping or level shift transistor coupled to a 
bipolar latch stage for, depending on the latch decision, tapping a collector current from 
the latch stage, while leaving the latch decision thereof unaffected, so that a current 
gain of the bipolar latch stage can be used to amplify a latch bias current of the bipolar 
latch stage to thereby provide for the amplification of the output signal. Also, in 
combination with other limitations of the claims the prior arts made of record fail to 
suggest an analog-to-digital converter and method comprising an amplification means 
which includes a plurality of comparators wherein each comparator comprising a first 
tapping or level shift transistor coupled to a bipolar latch stage for, depending on the 
latch decision, tapping a collector current from the latch stage, while leaving the latch 
decision thereof unaffected, so that a current gain of the bipolar latch stage can be used 
to amplify a latch bias current of the bipolar latch stage to thereby provide for the 
amplification of the output signal.
